FOREST AND WATER. 


What the Association is Doing 


and Contemplaces. 


LOS 
ANGELES, -Oct. 6.—W. G. 


Kerckhoff, president of the forest and 
water association of Los Angeles, said 
today in reference to the w.ork of the 
association: 
"The forest and water association 
had la contemplation the thorough ex- 
pluration and mapping ot our forest're- 
serves, but owing to the shortage of 
funds has not been able to send out a 
properly equipped engineering and sur- 
veying party. 
However, the .students 


of the forestry branch of the univer- 
sity of Southern California volunteer- 
ing to do this i\ork. the association . 
arranged for J. H. NfcoII and C. C. 
Manning to go into the San Gabriel 
forest through the San Gabriel can- 
yon and make a thorough report on the 
varieties of timber and brush growing 
on the forest reserves, .reporting the 
growth on each quaFter section of the 
territory investigated, also noting the 
best possible points for starting re- 
planting. 
"It Is not expected that the associa- 


tion, with its available funds.'can do 
much in the way of replanting, but it 
.is thought that If it can be demon- 
strated that this work can'be done at 
a reasonable cost, that the government 
mav possibly be induced to make ap- 
propriations lor this purpose. 


"The association has also been gath- 


ering a lot of seed of native growth, as 
well 'as the seed of the Sequoia GI- 
gantea of the northern Sierras, which 
it is Intended to plant out during- the 
present fall. 
"We were all pleased this year, not- 


withstanding the extreme dryness.that 
we did not have the- usual amount of 
forest firep. due undoubtedly to the 
jyreater vigilance of th« forest patrol. 
This should be vervmuch increased and 
it should be nosslble with the proper 
sunervlsion of neople entertnsr the res- 
ervation to restrict PtMl 
further the 


forest fires, iprhaps entirely prevent* 
ing them."

The New Organic Law 


Discussed. 


Scant Attendance Bat Much 


Interest. 


Valuable Explanations by the 


Charter Framers—Spinney 


Finds Objections. 


As the combined effect ot newspaper 


advertising, hand-bill announcements, 
special Invitations, and a free concert 
by the Aaltiin City band, an audience 
of a scant hundred, including the band 
and the high school civil government 
class, wus collected In Armory hull last 
night, to hear the new charter dis- 
cussed and elucidated by Its fraraers. 
The audience was a representative one, 
however, including the freeholders who 
framed the charter, most of the City 
Trustees, and many of the leading busi- 
ness-and professional men of the city. 
Speeches were made by, II. H. Welsh, 
Judge Bjl. 1C. I Ian-is, Louis Gundclfln- 
ger, and Judge E. \V. Risley, after 
which the question was thrown open 
for discussion and a couple of inter- 
esting colloquies ensued between Trus- 
tees Craycrcft and Spinney and mem- 
bers of the Onarter committee. Except 
for these <tuestloners, 
the 
meeting 


seemed to' be unanimous for the char- 
ter, and determined 
that something 


must be done to arouse the voters from 
their present apathy before the elec- 
tion, ten days off. 
• • 


The meeting was called to order by 


H. H. Welsh, who spoke of the small 
attendance, accounting for it partly by 
a probable misconception as to the 
purpose of the meeting, and chiefly be- 
cause people are prone to let other peo- 
ple bear their public burdens. 
This 
spirit sHbuld be overcome In matters of 
this kind. 
We have reached the stage 


when it Is necessary for us to take on 
ourselves new and other duties. 
We 


must determine what the city wants 
and how to attain it. We should be in- 
terested in these things,' not merely 
with reference to the charter election, 
but In general. 
We need something 


of the spirit of local patriotism shown 
by the people of Los Angeles. 
We 


have as good a country as Southern 
California and should have as good a 
city. 
I,os Angeles long ago passsd 


through the stage of ctiarter adoption, 
and' is new ac<iuirlni* its own water 
works under the charter. 
San Pran- 


c!sco_ has recently adopted a charter 
and Is about to hold the first election 
under it. 
With the prospects of better 


government there' have come prosperity 
and 
immigration, 
We should be 


proud of our city, it Is the best city of 
its size in'the state, and we should 
go forward to make it attractive to 
people who come here, by letting them 
know that their homes will be safe, 
their schools good, arid every advant- 
age of a modern city available. 
We 


have a charter framed. . After it is 
adopted there is but one more thing 
needed. 
You must carry it out. 
The 


men who are elected to office must be 
the best-me:i in the community. (Ap- 
plause.) 
There should be no politics, 


no consideration of Republican or 
Democrat, but only of the best man 
for the office. (Applause.) 


JUDGE HARRIS SPEAKS. 


Judge : Harris was then ' Introduced. 


He emphasized the importance of the 
local government question. 
He said 
that the question ot this charter doubt* 
less had more real importance for the 
people of Fresno than the tariff ques- 
tion or the annexation of the Philip- 
pints, 
-He then described .the great 
car* taken, by the freeholders, to get 
light'from. every possible source, and 
expressed confidence in the result as 
belhr the best attainable under .the 
circumstances. 
Among the points of 


superiority ot. the charter, over,the; 
present -government he mentioned tne,; 
election of the City Trustees- at one; 
time and by; the vote of the whole city, j 
so as to prevent colonization; the in-! 
creased power and responsibility of the j 
Mayor, in accordance with the move-' 
ment of public and private business' 
.everywhere; the more'Stringent audit- 
ing? requirmcnts; and 
the fact that, 


except for the Mayor and City Trus- 
tees,- the city .Rovernment-.is taken as 
far as" possible .out of politics. 
He 


dwelt particularly on toe" advantage of 
a non-partisan or bi=partlsan Police 
and Fire Commission. 
Referring' to 


the Library Trustees, he said that they 
had. been given considerable 
power, 


and that it was made obligatory that a 
certain sum be' set aside for library use, 
go that it would not be again possible 
to say that not a single nickel had been 
set aside for the purchase o£ books. 
(Applause.) 
The 
increased 
power 


given to the Mayor was defended by 
reference to the experience of other 
cities. 
The power is limited by the 


necessity of confirmation by the Trus- 
tees, and is likely to be an inducement 
to elect better men. 
Reference was 


also made to'the provisions for the ac- 
quisition of public utilities, for the ref- 
erendum and the consolidation of the 
city tax 
collecting 


that-of'the county. 


machinery 
There is a ' 


in the present law for the acquisition 
of public utilities. ' While 'professing 
to. give cities of our class the right to 
own tiieir' own water .works,, the right 
is rendered useless by-a limitation of 
the cost .of such works to $10.000. 


The chief menace to the success of 


the charter is apathy. 
There are ele- 


ments in the community that are ac- 
tive arninst it. and they must be op-- 
posed by equally active friends. (Ap- 
plause.) 


RISLEY'S STATISTICS. 


Judge E. W. RiBley was introduced 


and gave a careful tabulated estimate 
of the expense of running the govern- 
ment under the present system and the 
charter showing the charter to be both 
cheaper and better. -

This proposed charter can be easily 
and cheaply amended if it is found to 
have faults,- but it will cost ?2500 to 
frame and vote on another one if this 
is rejected.

LOUIS GUNDELFINGER. ' 


Louis Gundelfingpr was called on and 


made a brief speech- urging the adop- 
tion of the charter In general.

HS7, and in practice it would probably 
not exceed $200.

actual. number of ten ton cars to 
one point of the allotment shall be 
sold at the opening prices, and that 
all excess sales above 76 per cent 
shall be paid for at the advanced 
prices, announced'on October 7.1899. 
Confirmation of orders wus required 
to restrain packers from selling 
more than 76 per cent of their ai - 
lotment at opehingvpriccs; beyond 
that point it is not necessary to 
have orders confirmed.

It Was Just an Ideal, Lazy, Hazy 


Indian Summer Day, But Not 


a Yachting Day. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—Again today 


the sea refused the Shamrock and Col- 
umbia a field of conflict, again today 
the multitude which went out to watch 
the contestants for the yachting cham- 
pionship of the- world returned disap- 
pointed and not a little disgusted. The 
question of supremacy between the two 
yachts Is ntlll as much an open ques- 
tion as before they first mct.as the con- 
test today was in some respects more of 
a fluke than that of Tuesday, It was 
a drifting match almost from start t< 
finish. The yachts crossed the line with 
a breeze of five knots and the wind nev- 
er blew more than six knots, most o? 
the time less than four and part of the 
time not a breath of air was stirring:. 
After sailing for 4 hours and 42 mm- 
utea. the yachts having- covered oply 
twelve miles of the course to the outei 
mark, the regatta committee declared 
the race off, as it was manifestly im- 
possible with the breeze blowing for 
the boats to round the stake boat be- 
fore the time limit expired, much less 
to get back home asrain. During the 
time m which the yachts were at H.the 
wind, which carried them dead before 
It, before the line, had hauled aroiind 
unable to finish they were beating into 
Its teeth. 


"While the wind held astern, the Col- 


umbia steadily outfooted her rival, un- 
til she was fully hnlf a mile ahead, hut 
In the shifting, baffling winds that fol- 
lowed during- the last three hours.with 
the.slngle flickers and beating and gyb- 
ins to catch every streak of wind, with 
fortune helping one about as murh as 
the other, the 
Shamroefe gradually 


•worked her way up until -when the race 
was declared .off, the two boats were 
about on even terms, the Shamrock, 
perhaps, half a length" ahead, but so 
close was the Columbia that Captain 
Barr could have thrown a biscuit to 
the foreigner.

A Fleet Sufficient to Maintain a 


Blockade Will be Given
